Epidemiology data shows that in the cumulative incidence 
of diabetes up to the age of 18 differed significantly in Dutch 
birth cohorts (Diabetologia 35:139-142, 1992). There were two 
significant drops in the incidence of diabetes; one was centered 
around 1962 when the cumulative incidence dropped to 1.1 per 1000 
(P<.05), and the other was centered around 1966 when the 
cumulative incidence dropped to 1.71 per 1000. The drops are in 
contrast to a cumulative incidence of diabetes outside of these 
troughs of about 1.98 per 1000 (Table IV). The drops in 1962 and 
1966 both occurred during smallpox epidemics in Europe and can 
best be explained by immunization of newborn infants in these 
periods with smallpox vaccines. 
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
